* The unpainted shacks. of the Carolinas 
“homes” of textile workers—seem far re- 
moved from Pittsburgh and Steel. 

The signing of the agreement between 
the Carnegie-Illinois Company and the Steel 
Workers Organizing Committee show that 
the two are closely interwoven. Victory in 
the steel industry has brought a new cour- 
ye to the men and women of the textile 
mills. 

If steel—that backbone of the Open 
Shop oppression—can be organized, then 
textiles can. That is the way the workers 
reason. And they are right. 

Organization of the million unorganized 
textile workers has been placed on the next 
order of business by the Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization, That is glad tidings 
indeed. 

In no industry has “exploitation” been a 
more forbidding word than in the rayon, 
cotton, woolen, silk and other textile mills. 
Textiles is the industry of low wages, of the 
back-breaking speed-up, of ill health and oc- 
cupational disease—to the Nth degree: Over 
and over again, in American history, have 
the textile workers shown in militant strike 
struggles their will to organize. The indus- 
try is strewn with historic battlefields— 
Paterson, Lawrence, Philadelphia, Gastonia, 
Marion, Passaic and many other places. They 
fought against great odds. They fought, 
frequently handicapped by the defeatist pol- 
icy of the American Federation of Labor 
leadership. 

The Committee for Industrial Organi-

“I have observed that as a result of a telegram sent 
by the N. A. A. C. P. to William Randolph Hearst that 
the method of identifying alleged criminals by their 
nationality or color has been stopped in his news- 
papers, yet the Daily Forward still uses this method of 
inciting race hatred and distrust against Negroes. 

“It is worthwhile at this time to look back upon 
world events and see how this same method has been 
applied to the Jews in Germany, and how every effort 
is made to combat it not only through the Jewish 
press, but through every medium of education that is 
at the disposal of civilization. 

“It is time we understood the methods used to play 
up the question of differences of races by those forces 
that desire to keep the people apart. 

“We must be careful lest we become victims of the 
same forces that oppress other minorities if we permit 
those very same forces to continue their slander and 
oppression of another people.
